dropping, according to the 
National Weather Service. 
It was below eight (8) feet 
at 2:00 p.m. Tuesday. That 
was down from about 
twelve (12) feet on Mon- 
day. 

The river stage reached a 
peak of about 15.5 feet ear- 
lier this month but has con- 
tinued to drop since that 
time. The highest recorded 
flood stage in modern times 
was 43.50 feet. 

After a major upgrade of 
the Elba levee following 
the 1990 flooding, City of 
Elba officials and employ- 
ees have been on constant 
alert for any problems with 
the levee. City crews rou- 
tinely check (and operate) 
the flood gates, pumps and 
visually check the levee it- 
self for signs of possible 
problems. Then when there 
are heavy rains in the area, 
these same crews do 
another check on the levee 
and actually operate the 
two permanently installed 
pumps to be sure they will 
work if needed. 

Their routine checks in- 
clude operating the three 
flood gates, located on U. 
S. 84 at the Pea River 


bridge and on both the Kin- 
ston Highway and Caroline 
Street at the Beaver Dam 
Creek Cannel crossings. 
Employees also check the 
many outlets under the 
levee that drain normal 
rainwater but are closed 
during flooding times. 

Each of these drains as a 
closure on both the inside 
and outside of the levee. 
The outside one (on the 
river side) is held closed by 
the pressure from the rising 
waters. The inside gate is 
closed manually and fas- 
tened down. 

Workers check to be sure 
there are no broken limbs 
or other obstructions to pre- 
vent these drains from clos- 
ing. 

The workers also visually 
check the levee for any 
signs of erosion or other 
damage that would com- 
promise the integrity of the 
massive pile of dirt and 
concrete. 

A complete check of the 
levee systems was com- 
pleted last week, and Elba 
street superintendent Lee 
Gideon reported that all 
seemed to be in good oper- 
ating order.

The Elba Lady Tigers continued their historic run through 
the 2019-2002 high school basketball season Monday af- 
ternoon when they defeated the Westminster Lady Knights 
49-40 in the championship game of the Southeast Region

The Williams sisters — Melissa and Nina, both connected 
on three-pointers early in the opening quarter to put Elba
